RESOLUTION 
New Delhi, the 16th April, 1999 


No. 281/29/6/98 /ts. — The Central Government had set up in April, 1998 
a Task Force under the Chairmanship of Shri K.C.pant; to work out the 
constitution, role and functions of a National Security Council. The 
recommendations of the Task Force have been considered and the Central 
Government has resolved to hereby constitute the National Security Council 
(NSC), consisting of: 

(i) Prime Minister 

(ii) Minister of Home Affairs 

(iii) Minister of Defence 

(iv) Minister of External Affairs 

(v) Minister of Finance 

(vi) Deputy Chairman, Planning Commission

2. The National Security Council (hereinafter referred to as the Council) 
shall, as and when necessary, invite other Union Ministers to attend its 
meetings. It may also invite experts and specialists to its meetings for 

consultation. 

' > 


3. The Central Government recognizes that national security management 
requires integrated thinking and co-ordinated application of the political, 
military, diplomatic, scientific and technological resources of the State to 
protect and promote national security goals and objectives. National security in 
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the context of the nation needs to be viewed not only in military terms, but 
also in terms of internal security, economic security, technological strength and 
foreign policy. The role of the Council is to advise the Central Government on 
the said matters. 

4. With a view to fulfilling its role, the Council shall deal with the following 
broad subject areas, namely:- 

(a) external security environment and threat scenario; 

(b) security threats involving atomic energy, space and high technology; 

(c) trends in the world economy and economy security threats in the areas of 
energy, foreign trade, food, finance and ecology; 

(d) internal security, including counter-insurgency, counter-terrorism and 
counter-intelligence; 

(e) patterns of alienation emerging in the country, especially those with a 
social, communal or regional dimension; 

(f) security threats posed by trans-border crimes such as smuggling and 
traffic in arms, drugs and narcotics; and 

(g) co-ordination in intelligence collection and tasking of intelligence 
agencies so as to ensure that intelligence is focussed on areas of concern 
for the nation. 

5. The Council shall have a National Security Adviser who shall function as 
the channel for servicing the National Security Council. Shri Brajesh Mishra, 
Principal Secretary to the Prime Minister shall, in addition to his duties as the 
Principal Secretary to the Prime Minister, act as the National Security Adviser. 
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6. The Council shall be assisted by the Strategic Policy Group (SPG) which 
will be the principal mechanism for inter-ministerial coordination and 
integration of relevant inputs in the formulation of national security policies. 
One of the priority tasks of the SPG will be to undertake the long-term strategic 
defence review. The SPG will be chaired by the Cabinet Secretary and shall 
consist of:- 


(i) Chief of the Army Staff, Chief of the Naval Staff and Chief of the Air 
Staff; 

(ii) Governor of the Reserve Bank of India; 

(iii) Foreign Secretary; 

(iv) Home Secretary; 

(v) Finance Secretary; 

(vi) Defence Secretary; 

(vii) Secretary, Department of Defence Production and Supplies; 

(viii) Scientific Adviser to Raksha Mantri; 

(ix) Secretary (R), Cabinet Secretariat; 

(x) Secretary, Department of Revenue; 

(xi) Secretary, Department of Atomic Energy; 

(xii) ' Secretary, Department of Space; 

(xiri) Director, Intelligence Bureau; and 

(xiv) 1 Secretary, National Security Council Secretariat. 

Representatives of other Ministries/Departments may be invited to SPG 
meetings, as and when necessary. The Cabinet Secretary or the National 
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Security Adviser may direct for the convening of the meetings of the SPG 
from time to time. 

7. The National Security Advisory Board (NSAB) approved in December 
1998 is to advise the Council on issues relating to national security which may 
be referred to it by the Council may continue to function. The Board consists of 
a Convenor and other persons of eminence outside the Government with 
expertise in the fields of foreign affairs, external security, defence and armed 
forces, strategic analysis, economics, science and technology, internal security, 
and related areas. The maximum number of members of the NSAB including 
the Convenor shall be thirty. 

8. (i) The Council shall have a separate Secretariat. The existing Joint 
Intelligence Committee (JIC) will be re-structured and renamed as the National 
Security Council Secretariat (NSCS). The erstwhile functions of the JIC 
relating to intelligence analysis and assessment shall continue to be performed 
by the NSCS. 

(ii) All Ministries/Departments shall consult the Secretariat on matters 
having a bearing on national security. 

(iii) The NSCS will prepare or cause to be prepared papers for consideration 
of the SPG or the NSC. 

(iv) An officer of the level of Secretary to the Government of India, 
designated as Secretary, NSCS, will head the Secretariat. 

(v) The NSCS will be located in the Cabinet Secretariat and will also service 
the SPG and the NSAB. 
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9. This supersedes the resolution of the Government of India No. 
50/4/18/88-TS dated 24 th August, 1990 and Cabinet Secretariat jQfflce 
Memorandum No.50/4/5/95-TS dated 6 th June, 1995 on the subject.
